It would appear that Mr. Phelps is intentionally 
provoking these types of responses. Large amounts of money and 
investigative time can potentially be wasted investigating these 
threat letters. Historically, very few, if any, of these types 
of cases have been prosecuted in the District of Kansas. The FBI 
does have the responsibility to investigate • and prevent potential 
violence against any person regardless of their religious or 
political views, however. 


Therefore, with these facts in mind, we would ask that 
the U.S. Attorney's office for the District of Kansas consider 
issuing a blanket prosecutive decision regarding the receipt of 
these types of letters by Mr. Phelps. If the FBI becomes aware

This letter is in response to a request from your service for information on an American 
citizen identified as Fred Waldron Phelps, Sr. 

Fred Waldron Phelps, Sr., a white male, date of birth 13 November 1929, Social Security 
Number 427-32-0157, is a disbarred attorney and a well-known anti-homosexual zealot. Phelps 
is the founder and current pastor of the Westboro Baptist Church (WBC) in Topeka, Kansas. 

The church's belief system is built around the core belief that, "God hates fags." The group is 
adamant that it is their holy mission in life to let everyone in the world know that nearly all 
tragedy in the world is somehow linked to homosexuals, whom they believe God hates above all 
other kinds of sinners, even murderers. 

The church is located in the basement of Phelps' home, which sits in a large fenced 
compound occupied by nine of his thirteen children and their families. The church's 
congregation consists mainly of Phelps' 13 children, their spouses and children. Nine of the 
Phelps' children are attorneys who run the Phelps Chartered Law Firm, located at 1414 S. Topeka 
Boulevard, Topeka, Kansas. 

The group frequently demonstrates against (and in some cases allegedly stalked) 
individuals, the majority of whom have never had any interaction with the group, but are instead 
singled out either for being homosexual, making a statement that endorses homosexuals, stating 
indifference to the homosexual cause, or in many cases, because demonstrating against that 
person would generate publicity for the group. Phelps and his followers have demonstrated 
almost on a daily basis in the Topeka, Kansas area for the past eight to ten years. They have also 
traveled to other locations to spread their doctrine on a national and international basis.

The FBI has recorded numerous contacts with Phelps regarding allegations of religious 
discrimination, theft of intellectual property rights and allegations of threats (usually in the form 
of an email or posted on Phelps' web pages www.godhatesfags.com and/or 
www.godhatesamerica.comI against individuals deemed to be immoral. Although several 
investigations into Phelps have been initiated in various FBI divisions over the past ten years, 
none have resulted in prosecution. Phelps has been willing to be interviewed and does not deny 
his obvious anti-homosexual stance and activities. The FBI considers Phelps a radical extremist, 
and offers that caution should be used when addressing Phelps and his followers. Some of the 
family members, including Phelps, have criminal records to include battery, extortion, witness 
intimidation, harassment and other miscellaneous charges. While caution is urged, the FBI 
usually does not consider Phelps or his followers to be violent. In fact, it is the belief of some, 
that Fred Phelps is in declining health and could be suffering from mental dementia. 

For the last fifteen years, Phelps and the WBC have spent a large portion of its time 
demonstrating against businesses and events they believed to endorse homosexuality. Phelps 
other recent activities include picketing synagogues because certain Jewish groups have been 
sympathetic with and condoned homosexual issues such as same sex marriage. WBC also uses 
their website to post pictures and negative statements of individuals that he deems to be 
homosexual or furthering the cause of homosexuals. 

In 2005, Phelps and his followers changed their strategy and now almost exclusively 
picket the funerals of fallen servicemen killed in Iraq. This is done based on Phelps' belief that 
individuals from the military are being allowed to die by God as punishment for America's sins 
against God. He also believes that various servicemen have purposely tried to kill him by 
planting explosive devices on his property. 

In 2004, Phelps and his church began demonstrating against all things "Swedish" in 
response to the prosecution of Swedish pastor Ake Green on hate-speech charges for comments 
Green made about homosexuals. Phelps nearly broke down during a sermon praising Green, and 
declaring that he was gong to go to Sweden and force every citizen to look at a picture of "that 
poor gospel preacher." He declared Green a martyr and designed a granite monument to Green, 
announcing plans to erect copies of it throughout America. In response, Green called Phelps 
"appalling" and "extremely unpleasant", stressing that while Phelps proclaims hatred for 
homosexuals and condemns them to hell. Green wishes for homosexuals to one day renounce 
their homosexuality and hopes for them to enter Heaven. Infuriated, Phelps declared that Green 
was a traitor. 



Fred Phelps' confrontations with Scandinavian leaders date back to an unfulfilled 2000 
promise to demonstrate against the inauguration of the first Finnish female president, Taija 
Halonen, and bum the Finnish flag on the steps of the parliament building. If Phelps follows 
through with his promise to protest in Sweden, it will be his first ever known trip to Europe. 


Phelps is very aware of the law and manages to stay just within its boundaries, thus 
avoiding arrest and prosecution, while furthering his radical Christian cause. From various

In 2005 members of Westboro began compiling stories and poems (collectively titled WBC Epics) which they 
have written about their "adventures," as well as "Hate Letters" to their detractors. 

The group has attracted controversy for welcoming both individual murders and large-scale disasters as divine 
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retribution against homosexuals, atheist, witches, and their "enablers." The group has been recognized by the IRS 
as a tax-exempt church for several years. In 2000 the group nearly lost its status, but was saved by a senes of 
lawsuits it filed against the IRS citing religious persecution. As of 2000, the church began steadily losing its 
privileges (see below section "The Compound") and remains in constant risk of losing its tax-exempt status 
altogether. 


Fred Phelps has worked with leaders of the racist and antisemitic Christian Identity movement, which believes 
that whites are God's "chosen people," and that Jews are, and have been for years, waging a war against the white 
race in an attempt to subvert their birthright (a sentiment that Phelps has echoed on several occasions). At least 
two members of Westboro adhere to the teachings of Identity.

The compound 

The Westboro Compound is made up of ten homes organized in a block on a city street. The house in the center of 
the compound belongs to Fred Phelps, and the basement serves as the church "meeting hall" (as he refers to it). 
The other nine houses were once occupied by non-congregants, who moved away either on their own or as a 
result of not wanting to live near Phelps. The houses are encircled by a specially designed, extra-thick ten-foot-tall 

security fence with picketed tops. 

The homes share a communal backyard, in the center of which was an Olympic size swimming pool; Phelps 
obtained tax exemption on the cost of maintenance and water by performing baptisms there and writing it off as a 
baptismal font Sometime after 2000, the pool was filled in, ostensibly because one of Phelps grandchildren 
nearly drowned in it; because of tax problems that Westboro was experiencing around the time, however, many 
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Topeka residents believe that the pool was filled in because Phelps was about to lose tax exemption status on it. 

The compound also houses a garage separate from the houses, which is used to house an extended cab/e^ided 
bed pickup truck used to transport picketers around Topeka. It can sit between 7-10 people and carries dozens of 
picket signs in the back; the truck is painted neon colors to resemble one of Westboro s picket signs and is 
emblazoned with the words "GOD HATES FAGS." Until 2000, Phelps had written off the cost of mamtammg the 
garage and the vehicle's gas costs as church expenses; that year, the IRS ruled that Phelps was using the truck for 
political and personal purposes, not religious, and he lost tax exemption on the truck and garage.

Congregation 
Composition of the group 

Research done by the Topeka Capital Journal in 1994 indicated that the church has roughly 100-200 congregants, 
75-100 of whom^are related to Phelps by blood or marriage (himself, his wife, nine of their children and their 
spouses and as of 1994, fifly-two grandchildren and one great-grandchild, although the numbers ave grown 
m^Kdly^ince). Non-bloodrelated^ongregants are those who followed Phelps after 
congregation, Eastside Baptist Church, consisting of one family and a smgle man named George Stutzman. 

The family which left Eastside to follow Phelps was/is headed by Charles William "Bill" Hockenbarger, a 
“S cSan Identity. Hockenbarger has been a friend of Phelps' since fte two men were - 
In 2002 one of Phelps’ grandsons married one of the Hockenbarger granddaughters, witii Phelps performing 
ceremony. Karl Hockenbarger, the son of Bill Hockenbarger (and also an Identity member) works/worked 
Washburn University and played a large role in getting Phelps' children accepted there. 

Westboro also has a unique "de facto" member, Bart McQueary, a pomographer and admitted statutory rapist who

Purpose 

Phelps has stated many purposes: 

"We don't picket to win people over, idiot Ifs to harden people's hearts. Make them hate. Make them hate God 
even more than they already do." 

"Our goal is to preach the Word of God to this crooked and perverse generation. By our words some will repent. 

* will be condemned. Whether they hear, or whether they forbear, they wdl know a ^ophet has 
been among them... our goal is to glority God by declaring His whole counsel to everyone... we hope that by our 
preaching some will be saved." 

The members of Westboro Baptist Church explain their decision to use the word fag, a largely pejorative term for 
male homosexuals, in their FAQ: 
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We use the word "fag" as a contraction of the word "faggot" or "fagot. "A "fag" is a firebrand- A fag is used for 
kindling - it fuels fire. "Fag" is a metaphor used in the Bible, for example, in Amos 4:11 (where Uistrmslated 
"firebrand" in the KJV). Juft as a "fag" fuels the fires of nature, so does a sodomite fuel the fires of Gods wrath. 
Wedomtuse the word "fag" in order to engage in childish name-calling. Rather, we use u because ,t,s a 
Metaphor chosen by the Holy Ghost, o describe a group of people who BURN, n their, us, one toward another.

According to the Oxford English Dictionary, the etymology of faggot (in the sense of "male homosexual") is thus: 
Ciga^es ^cdlcd/ags in Britain to this day, were widely considered in 1860's and 1870 s Britain to be feminine, 
as men stereotypical smoked pipes or cigars - thus, men considered more feminine were called fags.

The group has also picketed Billy Grahamrevivals, alleging that the conservative ^elia^l bum m hell for 
failing to propagate the "God Hates Fags” doctrine. In October 2004, the group protested Graham 
meetings, calling the 85-year-old preacher a "Hell-bound false prophet . 

In a 1994 interview, WBC members Timothy and Jonathan Phelps (sons of Fred Phelps) admitted to bealing aeir 
les 2 cMdren as a means of discipline and "keeping them in line.” However, m jfred 

to Topeka mayor James McClinton as a "wife-beating tyrant” McClmton, who is black, was portrayed in the 
press release as a gorilla in a suit with a swastika armband. 

Tn Julv 2005 the Westboro Baptist Church declared its intention to picket Ihe memorial service of Cpl. Came 
FreS 2 Boi* IdSo French! who was 19 years old, was a graduate of Caldwell Hxgh School and a varsity 
cheerleader She was killed June 5 in the city of Kirkuk, Iraq, where she served as annnumfron speciahst with the 
116th Brigade Combat Team's 145th Support Battalion. The death of Came French is seen by the Churc 
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divine punishment of the United States of America. Phelps was quoted as saying "Our attitude toward what's 
happening with the war is the Lord is punishing this evil nation for abandoning all moral imperatives that are 
worth a dime". 

The Westboro Baptist Church declared its intention to picket the funerals of other soldiers as well, and did so in 
August 2005. A group from the church protested at the funeral of Spc. Edward Myers, a soldier from St. Joseph, 
Missouri who died in Iraq. Shirley Phelps-Roper told a television reporter, "Who would serve a nation that is 
godless and has flipped off, defiantly defied, defiantly flipped off, the Lord their God? She then reiterated her 
belief that Myers was in burning in hell. 

Criminal record 

The arrest record for members of Westboro dates back to 1951, four years before the church's inception, when 
Fred Phelps was arrested for misdemeanor battery in Pasadena, California, for striking a police officer. It wasn t 
until 1987 that other members of Westboro faced criminal charges; the first series stemmed from disbarment 
hearings against Fred Phelps and his children in 1987, during which Fred Phelps and several of his children, 
Margie Phelps, Jon Phelps, Elizabeth Phelps, Shirley Phelps, and Fred Phelps Jr., were charged with extortion, 
witness intimidation, harassment, making false accusations, and filing frivolous lawsuits. Fred Phelps Sr. struck a 
plea bargain wherein he would resign from the bar and never practice law again, in exchange for charges against 
his children being dropped, and their disbarment hearings brought to a close in lieu of brief suspensions. [7]

Throughout the course of the 1990s and into the 2000s, Westboro members continue to be arrested, though the 
Topeka District Attorney often declines to pursue charges on the grounds that eveiy time charges are pressed 
against Westboro, all of the members of Westboro file a class action lawsuit against the city, the police 
department, and the complainant. 

On occasion, however, members have been convicted, albeit for minor 
offenses. Jonathan Baxter Phelps, whom Topekans consider to be the 
Phelps son most like his father, is the Westboro Member most often cited 
in complaints, aside from Fred Sr., and has been arrested the most, most 
often for assault; Topekan residents told the Topeka Capital Journal in 
1993 during their research for the book "Addicted to Hate" that Jon Phelps 
regularly "shrieks" obscene comments to passers by at pickets, including 
threats of sexual assault to women. In 1993 he was taken into custody for 
an incident stemming from a local theatre group's production of The 
Nutcracker. Jon stood outside the theatre and asked passing children, "Did 
your daddy stick his prick up your ass last night?" while holding a sign 
reading "Fags: The Prick goes up the ass." [8]

assault and disorderly conduct. 

In 1993, Charles F. Hockenbarger, Karl Hockenbarger, Timothy Phelps, 

Jonathan Phelps, Fred Phelps Sr., and Margie Phelps were brought up on a 
variety of criminal charges stemming from information gathered 
following a raid of Westboro. Several charges were later dropped; the 
trials that followed saw every member of Westboro Baptist Church over 
the age of fifteen testifying in the defense of their family and fellow 
congregants; over 100 defense witnesses were called in all. Timothy 
Phelps, Charles F. Hockenbarger, and Karl Hockenbarger were all found

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not guilty. They promptly filed lawsuits against the city of Topeka, which were thrown out by an Appeal Court. 

Jonathan Phelps was found guilty of witness intimidation and misdemeanor battery. Margie Phelps was found 
guilty of filing a false report. Fred Phelps Sr. was found guilty of disorderly conduct as defined by aggravated 
intimidation of a witness. All three filed lawsuits against the city and took their cases to appeals court, where their 

convictions were repeatedly upheld. 


In 1995, Fred Phelps' eldest grandson, Benjamin Phelps, was convicted of 
assault and disorderly conduct after spitting a loogie into the face of a 
passerby during a picket and then laughing. The security cameras of a 
nearby business caught the incident on tape. [9]

In the 2000s, Fred Phelps Jr. was convicted of misdemeanor assault for 
shouting an obscene phrase at a woman stopped at a red light during a 
picket. He was arrested in 2004 for possession of marijuana, but no 
charges were pressed. 

Also in 2004, Margie Phelps and her son Jacob were arrested for 
trespassing, disorderly conduct, and failure to obey after disregarding a 
police officer's order that they were not allowed to enter a company's 
private property with chairs and stand on them with an upside down flag 
and a picket sign.

Violence against Westboro 


Though the group has practiced violence in the past, numerous members having been arrested, tried, and 
convicted for crimes ranging from trespassing to assault, they themselves have been the victims of attacks. 

■ During a March 26th, 1993 protest at Topeka's Vintage Restaurant, a riot 
broke out and eight WBC members were hospitalized for various minor 
injuries; WBC now pickets the restaurant every day, as well as the places ot 
business where employees went after leaving the Vintage in an attempt to 
escape Westboro. In addition, the congregants hold a memorial service 
every year on the 26th, commemorating what they refer to as the Vintage 
Massacre ** 

■ In 1994, a woman tried to run down protestors in Topeka after one of them 
screamed obscenities at her while she was parked at a stop light. 

■ In 2003, septuagenarian WBC member Charles Hockenbarger had his face 
crushed in a beating after standing on a street comer holding a sign rea mg 
"THANK GOD FOR SEPT. 11." Hockenbarger was recovering from open 
heart surgery at the time and ignoring the usual doctor's orders for bed rest. 

Westboro was quick to post photos of the aftermath of the attack on its 
homepage, claiming that the (as of yet unidentified) perpetrator was a 
homosexual and that the attack had been part of a murder conspiracy to kill

murders, accidents, natural disasters, and terrorist attacks as being perpetrated by God on 


After businessman Nick Berg was executed in Iraq, WBC proclaimed that he had been killed as a sacrifice 
because of attacks against Fred Phelps and other WBC members. 

The group also claimed that a helicopter crash in Iraq that killed 37 soldiers was caused by God to avenge WBC.

In 1995 a bomb exploded at the WBC compound, outside the home of Shirley Phelps-Roper, a daughter of Fred 
Phelps. Though the Topeka Police Department concluded after an investigation that the explosion was linked to a 
serial bomber who had been setting off firebombs around Topeka, WBC claimed that all the other bombs set off 
had been a cover for the one at Phelps-Roper's home. In recent years, Westboro has begun to claim that the bomb 
was partof a plotby the American government to silence Westboro. Referring to the incident in a 2005 press 
release, the group stated: 

We may be pardoned for seeing a direct correlation between the Improvised Explosive Devices killing American 
kids in Iraq and the IED that nearly killed a sleeping Westboro baby August 20th 1995 . 

Westboro now pickets the funerals of American soldiers killed with bombs, proclaiming them to have been killed 
and sent to hell as punishment for the bombing of Westboro. [12]

Claiming divine retribution/Notable activities 


September 11 and the Shuttle Columbia 


After the September 1 1, 2001 attacks, Phelps' group went to New York City to protest the rescue efforts going on 
there, mocking victims as they were taken from the rubble, shouting obscenities at rescue workers, and 
demanding that those still ahve be left to die. Phelps reasoned that God had caused the terrorist attacks as a 
punishment for tolerance of homosexuality, and that it was God’s will that those who suffered in theattac 
should die. Signs carried at the Ground Zero site included, "THANK GOD FOR SEPT. 11", "FDNY SIN (with a 
picture of stick-figures engaged in anal sex)", "NYPD FAGS (with apicture of stick-figures engaged in anal 
sex)", "YOUR PENTAGON IS SQUARE", and "TOWERS CRASH, GOD LAUGHS". 


At the same time, Phelps also wrote several songs about the incident and recorded them with the Westboro Baptist 
Church Choir. The two most notable songs (which Phelps pubfished on his own record label, named for the ^ 
church) were "God Hates America" and "America the Burning," which are both sung as hymns mocking the dead 
and thanking God for killing WBC's enemies. The third song, "I Like to Watch," was told from the pomt of view 
of someone masturbating to footage of the WTC collapsing; the lyrics implied that the narrator is either a gay man 
or God Himself. The song quickly popped up on Ogrish.com as part of their series on the terrorist attacks; shortly 
thereafter, the song was yanked from WBC’s homepage and has never been re-posted or referred to again. 


Phelps’s group also planned aprotest at the funeral of David Charlebois, gay copilot of the plane thatwas crashed 
into The Pentagon as part of the September 11, 2001 attacks. 


Phelps’s churchhas also produced flyers asserting that the seven astronauts who died in the Space Shuttle 
Columbia disaster are in Hell, and that they were killed first and foremost as a punishment for not using their 
position as astronauts to speak out against homosexuality. He also claimed that they had been killed to punish 
NASA and America for not speaking out against gays, God having chosen to destroy the shuttle because it was a 
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symbol of America’s technological advancement The final reason, Phelps claimed, was because one of the 
astronauts was from Israel, and that astronaut was killed as a sign to Israel to outlaw homosexuality and break ties 
with America.

London Terrorist Attacks 

On July 8 2005, Westboro released a statement in celebration of the July 7 terrorist attacks on the pubhc transport 
system of London, Great Britain, which claimed 55 deaths and some 700 casualties from around the world. The 
statement, aside from calling Queen Elizabeth II "Queen of Fags”, Tony Blair an "Anti-Chnst Fag and Chene 
Blair a "bitch barrister", also proclaimed: 

Thank God for the bombing of London's subway today - July 7, 2005 - wherein dozens were Wed and hundreds 
seriously injured. Wish it was many more. [14] (http://www.godhatesfags.com/featiired/20050707_snbway-

"God Hates Canada" and "God Hates Sweden" 

"God Hates Canada" was launched by Phelps in response to Canada’s passage of the controversial Bill C-250, 
which adds penalties to the Criminal Code of Canada for inciting the hatred of or encouraging die killing of 
people on the basis of sexual orientation. Phelps had previously targeted Canada, coming to Ottawam 1999 to 
protestthe Supreme Court of Canada's ruling inMv. H, which gave same-sex couples the same rights as opposite- 

sex common-law couples. 

In 2004, Phelps and his church began picketing all things Swedish in response to the prosecution of Swedish 
pastor Ake Green on hate-speech charges for comments Green made abouthomosexuals, comments not ne^ly as 
provocative as Phelps’ typical rhetoric. Phelps nearly broke down during a sermon praising Green, and declaring 
that he was going to go to Sweden and force every citizen to look at apicture of that poor gospel preacher He 
declared Green a "martyr" and designed a granite monument to Green, announcing plans to erect copies of 1 
throughout America. In response. Green called Phelps "appalling'* and "extremely unpleasant stxessmg ftat 
while Phelps proclaims hatred for homosexuals and condemns them to hell. Green ^ ls ^ es for ho “°^ 1S t0 ° 
day renounce their homosexuality and hopes for them to enter Heaven. Infuriated, Phelps declared that Green was 

a traitor. 

On godhatesfags he also has a special page claiming that the Swedish king Carl XVI Gustaf "looks like a 
sodomite" and accuses him and his children of practicing incest. 

According to Swedish media 20050818 Article in Swedish newspaper SvD 

(http://www.svd.se/dynamiskt/inrikes/did_10345509.asp) the Swedish royal family is going to take legal actions 
against the site GodHatesSweden.com (http://godhatessweden.com/). 

Phelps announced plans to picket in Sweden in 2005; as of July 2005, Ihese plans have gone unfulfilled. It would 
be the group's first picket in Europe. 

Fred Phelps' confrontations with Scandinavian leaders date back to an unfulfilled 2000 promise to picket the 
inauguration of the first Finnish female president Taija Halonen and bum the Finnish flag on the steps of the 
parliament building.

Indian Ocean earthquake 

On December 29, 2004, shortly after the 2004 Indian Ocean earthquake, Phelps’s church published a flyer [16] 
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(httpWrawstory.rawprint.com/1204/westboro_tsunami_statement_1230.php) headlined "Thank God for Tsunami 

So,000 dead Swedes!!!", calling Sweden the "land of the sodomite 

Sweden". More fliers were produced shortly after, welcoming reports of 5,000 

and 3,000 Americans killed in the tsunami. Another of the group's fliers expressed hope 

massive tsunami to totally devastate the North American continent". The group had also threatened to picket 

Swedish survivors at various locations on the island of Phuket. 

Phelps responded gleefully to reports of orphaned children being kidnapped following the disaster, saying: "Better 
for them to be sold into lives of sex than to be taughtthat it's OK to be gay. 

Child molestation stance 

On April 9th, 2005, Phelps preached about convicted child molester and alleged murderer John Coney in his 
weekly sermon, using Couey as a counterpoint to gay and lesbian adoption: 

Td sooner letJohn Coney, C-O-U-E-Y, who raped and bnried alive : little Jessica, I'd soon« lethim adoptldds, 
than turn them over to the fags and dykes! That clear enough for ya? Audio file of Sermon

Responses 

Resnonses include the creation of a opposing website, GodLovesFags.com (http://godlovesfags.com/) a pro-gay- 
rights website, launched by Kris Haight on March 1, 1999. The site focuses on the debate surrouudmg rehgton 
and homosexuality, and especially homosexuality and Christianity. 

On August 1 8 1999 an anonymous hacker transferred ownership of the domain www.godhatesfags.com to > Kris 
HaiSppmenr this was toe by forging an email message from Phelps. Ha, ght promptly redtrected aU 
^^c^gotovesfe^.com. After much media attention, Phelps threatened to sue and die domain name was 

returned on August21. 

Counter protests are generally organized to provide an opposing viewpoint at sites that Westboro pickets. In some 
c^^K^com^ inotestors hmt/ lined up and tamed their backs on die Westboro pickets, or encircled them in a nng, 
explaining that they want to symbolically shield the community from the hate. 

Criticism 

The Anti-Defamation League (ADL) describes the Westboro Baptist Church as ™ hoSe 

anti-aav rhetoric they say is often a cover for anti-semitism and anti-catholicism. The Southern Poverty Law 
Cente/fSPLC) an ami-hate group, has added the Westboro Baptist Church to its list of watched groups Many 
w^rvmiremdfi^amentahst Christians including Jerry Falwell have denounced Phelps remarks as hateful 
and un-Christian. Falwell is often credited with referring to Phelps as a first-class nut .

In 2000, Topeka filmmaker Steve Drain, along with his family, joined the group after he made a movie about 
Phelps called "Fred: The Movie," which was later re-edited and re-released as a director's cut entitled

I looked at the photos again, there never appears to be more than about 10 or 12 people in the 
pictures of the protest. They appear to normally have a flag which some kid will drag around and then they 
will hold upside down (they claim they are flying it as a distress signal - since America is doomed).

Writer attempted to verify some of the events alluded 
to in the postings, specifically the club arson, child 
poisonings. Rev. Green's arrest for assault, and evidence of a 
move from Colorado to Massachusetts . Writer conducted extensive 
computer searches on the Internet, Lexis, and ACS and found no 
evidence to identify the existence or whereabouts of the Church, 
identities of Church members or the validity of the reported 
events. Writer contacted Denver Colorado Police and Jefferson 
County (Colorado) Sheriff's Detectives to try to confirm the 
Colorado events . Writer contacted Boston and Salem (Mass . ) 

Police Detectives Units and found no record of Rev. Green or his 
arrest. Writer contacted the Massachusetts State Police Criminal 
Information Section and could not locate evidence of Rev. Green 
or his arrest. Writer learned that there are many jurisdictions 
in that area that maintain independent data bases that Writer may 
have not been able to access. Additionally, the Salem, Mass, area 
is close in proximity to other states and Rev. Green could have 
been arrested outside of Massachusetts. Writer contacted the 
Southern Poverty Law Center Security Division and found they had 
no record of the Church or Reverend Green. 


Writer anticipated that given the extensive searches he 
had already conducted, given the limited information provided by 
and the postings, it is still possible for the Church and 
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Rev. Green to exist. Therefore, Writer looked into a blog of one 
of the Yahoo Group members and found postings by Rev. Green 
referring to more specific information regarding "Rachel" to 
include allegations that she had been once charged with assault 
on a homosexual and charged with calling in a bomb threat to an 
abortion clinic. Additionally, in that blog posting, Green refers 
to a former member being charged with arson of a "heavy metal" 
rock club in 1998. Writer will attempt to follow up those events 
through open sources and law enforcement contacts. 

Writer believes that in order to gather enough 
information about the Church of the Hammer, Rev. Randy Green, its 
members, and the potential for the threat of future crimes as 
well as evidence of past crimes against people the Church deems 
enemies of God, Writer will need to take further investigative 
steps that go beyond the scope of a threat assessment . Writer 
believes adequate information could be gathered by investigative 
means that will have little intrusion into the Church and its 
members in order to determine if a full field investigation is 
warranted. Writer has taken steps to initiate collection of 
postings to the "Godhatesgoths" bulletin board under a covert 
Internet identity in order to gather more information. During 
such gathering of postings, it is possible Writer may be required 
to engage in on-line dialogue either through postings, e-mail, or 
real-time instant messaging.

Writer has identified three main screen personas in the group 
that appear to be members of the Church of the Hammer. Based on 
reading past messages contained in the group as well as 
information posted on an Internet blog site run by a group member 
(but not purported church member) , Writer has learned the 
following information about the church members which to date, 
other than for what is written in the posts, cannot be 
independently confirmed without further identifying information. 


Reverend Randy Green is the purported spiritual leader of the 
group. He was allegedly ordained 20 years ago by Reverend Fred 
Phelps of the Westboro Baptist Church in Whichita, Kansas. Rev. 
Phelps is best known for his website "Godhatesfags.com" and his 
strong anti -homosexual and anti-abortion views and protests. 
Reverend Green established the Church of the Hammer somewhere in 
Colorado. About 8 or 9 years ago he was forced to move the group 
to Massachusetts after a church member committed arson on a 
gothic night club. Another church member allegedly poisoned some 
retarded children in a group home, but was not investigated as no 
deaths occurred. Reverend Green allegedly moved the group to 
Massachusetts to be near Salem, invoking the connection to witch 
hunting. Reverend Green allegedly was arrested around October 
2005 while street preaching for assaulting a gothic teenager. 
Reverend Green has acted as the Yahoo! group moderator in the 
past. Based on a posting to separate blog. Reverend Green stated 
he lived in Southwick, MA. According to a recent posting by Rev. 
Colin Todd, Reverend Green will be released from jail soon and is 
going to publish a book on the evils of goths. 

Reverend Colin Todd is the current moderator of the Yahoo! group. 
He has stated that he resides in Massachusetts and at some time 
in his life has resided in Europe. He came to Reverend Green's 
church after being stabbed by a gothic person. 

Rachel LNU (a.k.a. Jenn LNU) is a former moderator of the group. 
She has engaged in active debate with group members who purport 
themselves to be Christian Goths over the theology of the church. 
She has posted messages to a blog site run by one of the 
Christian Goths who is a group member. During a time frame in 
2005, Rachel was purportedly on the run from the church after 
having been raped by a church member and having attempts made for 
her to marry the rapist. In that time frame, Rachel mentioned in 
a blog posting that she had once been a member of Westboro 
Baptist church (and makes reference to Fred Phelps) , that she had

assaulted gays at the behest of Rev. Phelps, that she had been 
convicted in 2001 for making a bomb threat to an abortion clinic 
and for stalking a woman. She made statements that Rev. Phelps 
abandoned her after her arrest and Reverend Green supported her.

"compound" (a word also used at Westboro Baptist to describe the 
group of homes owned by core church members) . Rachel claimed 
that there are church members throughout the United States 
conducting surveillance on potential targets. Rachel also 
mentioned the arsons at the Gothic night clubs in Colorado and 
poisoning of retarded children in the group home. During her 
time away from the church, Rachel signed her postings using the 
name "Jenn" and noted to the blog host that she was using her 
real name since she was away from the church.

Writer is continuing to attempt to confirm the

(people who ascribe to pop-culture gothic style) are modern day 
minions of Satan. COH also considers homosexuals, witches/wicca, 
pagans, handicapped people, mentally retarded people, 
fornicators, non-whites, and non-Christians to all be predestined 
for hell. COH purportedly actively called for the "death" of 
those within the above listed categories. 


J reported to Writer that the COH was led by 

R evere nd Randy Green . COH was purportedly located in 
Massachusetts, but\had originated in Colorado. Rev. Green was 
ordained by Fred Phelps of the Westboro Baptist Church in Kansas, 
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but split away from Westboro. While COH was active in Colorado 
one of the COH members allegedly set fire to a "goth" night club 
and was arrested and convicted for arson. Additionally, another 
COH member worked in a group home for retarded children and 
poisoned the children. However there were no fatalities and the 
worker was not discovered. The COH purportedly left Colorado 
around 1998 to avoid being associated with the two listed crimes. 

Writer examined the postings of "Godhatesgoths " using a 
fictitious Yahoo! profile. Writer also was able to examine the 
information put forth by the purported COH members who acted at 
various times as moderators for the chat group. By examining the 
group postings as well as a blog of a regular poster (non-COH) , 
Writer learned the following details about the church members 
(the details are revealed through postings, however it is unknown 
to the veracity of the information) : 

Rev'erend Randy Green: Vietnam veteran, ordained under 

P astor Fred P helps of Westboro ^Baptist Church, expelled from his 
pastorship of A Baptist church for using a "Catholic" book 
(Malleus Malificarum) , arrested in the fall of 2005 and jailed 
for almost a year for assaulting a gothic youth who approached 
him while he was street preaching. Has a "compound" in 
Massachusetts where they are stockpiling weapons and explosives. 
This compound was searched by Massachusetts State Police at one 
time . 


Rachel LNU, a.k.a. " Jenn" : Purportedly started out 
under Pastor Fred Phelps at Westboro Baptist . At the behest of 
Phelps, Rachel allegedly assaulted two homosexuals. When 
investigated for the assault, Phelps disavowed Rachel and she 
attached herself to Rev. Green. Rachel claimed to have been 
convicted of making a bomb threat to an abortion clinic around 
2001. Rachel claimed to have been raped by a COH member and have 
been forced by Rev. Green to marry her rapist. She claimed to 
have had a baby from the rape. 


R ev. Colin Todd: Claims to be a former goth from 

Europe. He’ claimed - to\ have been stabbed and almost died. This 
experience led him to Rev. Green to help him get away from gothic 
lifestyle. He was in control of COH while Rev. Green was 
"incarcerated" . 

Ruthy i Cl^rkj Purported COH member whose postings 
usually consTst of trlisspelled racial epithets, threats, and curse 
words. No biographical data gleaned. 


Writer attempted through postings to the chat group to 
elicit help from Rev. Green. The plea for help was constructed 
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in a request for means of direct contact in order to obtain 
identifying information (church address, phone number, etc.). 
Writer's attempts at soliciting such information was unsucessful. 


Writer could not locate via open sources (Internet, 
media, Lexis Nexis, etc.) any information to substantiate the 
existence of Rev. Green or the church. Among the other means 
Writer took to verify the existence and identity of COH and its 
members : 


Contacted Boston Police, Salem (MA) Police, Southwick 
(MA) Police and Massachusetts State Police to check on Rev. 
Green's assault charge and incarceration (even looking for 
assaults against minors and not using Green's name) and search of 
COH compound. Negative results. 

Contacted Denver Police and Denver Fire Department to 
ascertain whether there was an arson at a night club as 
described. No arsons or "poisoning" of group home were 
identified. 


Contacted members of Topeka and Wichita Kansas Police 
Departments who have had long standing experience with Westboro 
Baptist Church. Neither department could confirm any of the 
biographical information gleaned from the web postings.

After Rev. Green was "released" from prison, he began 
making postings to the chat group again. He wrote about 
establishing a web site in the near future for his church that 
would focus on anti-goth issues. He also claimed to be writing a 
book as well .

Writer continued to monitor the chat group for further 
information regarding the identities of COH members or further 
evidence that COH members were planning anything illegal. While 
COH members continued virulent ranting against goths and other 
groups, there were not any overt threats made against any 
persons. The "death" and other means of retribution mentioned by 
COH members were mostly of a spiritual nature, assuring those 
goths who challenged Rev. Green on the site that they would go to 
hell. 

On 03-14-2007 Writer went to G odh^tesgot hs . com, the web 
site produced by "Rev. Green". On that site 'under the "About Us" 
page, there is a disclaimer in very small print that reads: 

"DISCLAIMER: the Gohatesgoths website, Parents Against 
Goth Movement and Gods Hammer Baptist Church are complete works 
of fiction. It is a s at ire /parody . . .Nor do we state that we 
agree in anyway with any of the content or views or beliefs 
within these articles, or with the fictional views of the 
fictional character Rev RG Green, or any of his fictional 
followers or fictional members of his fictional Church. This 
site is meant to be viewed as black humor, parody and satire on 
very real people and organisations (sic) out there, who DO think 
goth and metal is the devil's music. For more information on 
people who really are speaking out against rock and goth music 
please view our resources section. . ." 

Based on the fact that Writer could not verify any of 
the biographical data provided within the narrative text of the 
chat room postings coupled with the recent establishment of the 
Godhatesgoths.com site, Writer does not believe a threat exists 
from the COH, that COH purported members are not real individuals 
and Writer believes based on the evidence that this is the work 
of an individual in the United Kingdom.

On April 6, 1996, a review of articles printed at the 
Topeka Capit al Journal revealed numerous references to Fred 
Phelps from which this synopsis was created: 

Fred Phelps is a disbarred attorney who is pastor of 
the Westboro Baptist Church. Phelps has numerous adult children 
and followers who are extremely anti -homo sexual and actively 
"picket" their views in Topeka, Kansas, utilizing obscene signs 
and shirts. They also picket gay funerals and parades. They 
often invite physical confrontation with citizens and are often 
in court for assault, battery, and other state charges. They 
also utilize fax machines and the U.S. Mail to advocate their 
views. Words such as the following are used oil their signs and 
letters: Sodomite, Bitch, Whore, and Prostitute. In addition, 

depictions of people engaged in homosexual activity are depicted 
on the signs . 

On April 6, 1996, SA Supervisor, Gang 

Task Force, advised Topeka, Kansas has no "Los Hombros" gang. 
Elder stated Topeka has numerous black gang members, white gang 
members, and does have Hispanic drug dealers. However, the 
Hispanic individuals are importing narcotics from Mexico and are 
loosely organized for the receipt and sale of cocaine and 
marijuana. He knows of no homicides organized by any Hispanic 
gang.

Based on information provided by the Pennsylvania State 
Police (PSP) , Allentown Police Department (APD) and Bethlehem 
Police Department (BPD) , Fred Waldron Phelps, Sr. and the 
Westboro Baptist Church (WBC) are traveling to the Lehigh Valley 
Area during the weekend of December 6-8, 2002 to conduct protests 
at various locations. 

Background Information 

Fred Waldron Phelps, Sr., Date of Birth (DOB) November 
•13, 1929, Social Security Account Number (SSAN) 427-32-0157, and 
members of his family, including children and grandchildren are 
members of the Westboro Baptist Church (WBC) . Phelps, members of 
his family and the congregation have participated in various 
protests condemning the gay, lesbian, bisexual and transgender 
community. Phelps and members of WBC have participated in 
several protests in Topeka, Kansas and have been known to travel 
the country in support of their cause. 


Activities of Phelps and WBC 

Based on review of Federal Bureau of Investigation 
(FBI) files, Phelps has been involved in various protests across 
the country. The following events were attended by Phelps and 
the WBC: 

♦ In April 2000, Phelps and the WBC conducted a 
demonstration at the Equality Rocks 
Concert/Millennium March on Washington. 

♦ In January 2001, Phelps and the WBC picketed the 
Colorado State University (CSU) protesting the CSU 
being pro-gay from their point of view. The WBC 
also protested the Matthew Sheppard funeral in 
Wyoming . 

♦ In June 2001, Phelps and the WBC attended the 
Milwaukee Pridefest in Milwaukee and Madison, 




Wisconsin. At this time, Phelps and the WBC 
expressed their intention to burn the state flag 
to symbolize the "holocaust of Sodom, the 
insatiable burning of fag lust for perverted sex 
and the everlasting burning of the fires of Hell." 
Phelps and the WBC were advised that state law 
prohibits open burning of the flag. The event 
occurred without incident or any acts of violence 
taking place. 


Phelps has been accused of being the sender of 
threatening e-mails as well as being the recipient of threatening 
e-mails. No evidence of prosecutorial action being taken against 
Phelps or other individuals with regard to these e-mailed threats 
was noted.

I am writing in response to your correspondence 
addressed to Chief W. Ronald Olin of the Lawrence, Kansas 
Police Department . The copy designated for FBI Headquarters 
has been brought to my attention. 

In order for the FBI to initiate an investigation 
of any allegation we receive, specific facts must be set forth 
to demonstrate that a violation of federal law within our 
investigative jurisdiction has occurred. After reviewing 
your correspondence, there appears to be insufficient details 
and facts to demonstrate such a violation or to support the 
initiation of an FBI investigation.

EXECUTIVE SUMMARY 


i 

The Westboro Baptist Church (WBC) is planning a series of picketing campaigns at 
various locations in the Lehigh Valley during the weekend of December 6-8, 2002. The 
following document is intended to provide background information on the WBC and to 
assist command staff in the area in preparation for these demonstrations and possible 
counter-demonstrations. This document contains general information on the WBC, the 
structure of the group, the group’s trends, capabilities, intentions and a biographical 
sheet of WBC leader, Fred Phelps, Sr. (See Attachment 1, Fred Phelps Bio Sheet). 
The information contained in this report was gleaned from various sources including the 
Kansas Bureau of Investigation, WBC web-sites: www.qodhatesfaqs.com and 
yvww.qodhates america.com . the Anti-Defamation League (ADL), and various open 
source news services. 


BACKGROUND 


The WBC was established in 1955 by Pastor Fred Waldron Phelps, Sr., in Topeka 
Kansas. It is a not-for-profit organization that preaches against homosexual lifestyles 
and those who condone or are apathetic to such lifestyles. The WBC considers itself an 
"Old School (or, Primitive)" Baptist Church. Many WBC congregants are related to 
Phelps by blood. Phelps has thirteen children, eleven of whom are lawyers. Four of 
Phelps’ children left Phelps and the WBC and are now estranged from the family (See 
Attachment 2, Phelps Family Tree). 

The majority of the WBC’s activity involves picketing the gay community at events 
nationwide as well as picketing other churches or establishments thought to 
“encourage" homosexuality (See Attachment 3, WBC Pickets). While WBC has 
picketed the gay community at hundreds of events nationwide, most of the individuals 
protested by the Church are not homosexual. Many WBC fliers emphasize the race or 
religion of these individuals, suggesting that’ the Church's hate spreads beyond its 
abhorrence of homosexuality. 

The WBC has held thousands of public demonstrations since 1991. in addition to 
speeches on the picket lines, the Church spreads its hateful message via faxed fliers 
and "News Releases." These faxed documents also appear on WBC's website, 
www.qoda hatesfaqs.com . along with photos of Church pickets and a schedule of 
upcoming demonstrations. A second WBC website, www.qodhatesamerica.com . 
contends that the United States is "doomed" because it supports gays. 

TRENDS AND CAPABILITIES 

WBC methods include daily pickets, an array of intimidating tactics, scores of lawsuits, 
and thousands of faxes filled with racial and homosexual slurs and sex. The WBC uses 


these tactics injan effort to wage battle against lesbians, gays, and a whole host of other 
perceived enemies. Their methods have resulted in battery, criminal restraint, and 
disorderly conduct convictions, however, convictions have been the exception. There 
have been hundreds of complaints against the WBC but few result in convictions due to 
the WBC’s ability to legally harass and intimidate complainants. In the past, the WBC 
has incited others with their graphic placards and malicious speech but they know their 
legal rights. At least one of the members will have a video camera to “document” 
alleged abuses by outsiders or the' perceived failure of the local police to protect the 
group. The WBC picketers have been accused of battery, harassment, stalking, and 
spitting on their targets and passersby.

Phelps revels in the fact that his activities and speech is abhorred by most. Phelps 
believes and preaches that because he is spreading the Word of God he will be hated 
and persecuted. He believes this persecution guarantees his place in heaven. 

In addition to the planned WBC pickets, Lehigh University has organized a counter- 
demonstration. The counter-demonstration will consist of a series of speakers, 
testimonials, and music to non-violently protest the WBC. According to the Express 


Times, the WBC will likely protest in two areas deemed appropriate by the police and 
the university. | The WBC generally comply with “designated" protest areas. ‘ At this 
point, there is no indication that Ceder Crest College or any of the other affected targets 
are planning counter-demonstrations. 


CONCLUSION AND RECOMMENDATIONS 

The Pennsylvania State Police, Intelligence Section will continue monitoring the 
websites created by WBC to ascertain threat levels and to gain knowledge of the 
planned events. Websites of anti-hate organizations will be monitored as well. 
Pertinent information will be forwarded to commanders. At this point there is no 
information to suggest that the WBC is connected to or will be holding their 
demonstrations in conjunction with any other established “hate-group” in Pennsylvania. 

Concentration should be placed on preventing potential violence from counter- 
demonstrators. Consideration should be given to contacting affected protest sites in an 
effort to ascertain the likelihood and level of any counter-demonstrations being planned. 

Consideration should be given to increasing patrols in the areas of the scheduled 
events. A vast majority of the WBC members are lawyers and are therefore well aware 
of their rights. Ensure that proper procedure is used during any interaction with these 
individuals.

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The leader of a group that claimed Topeka Police Chief Gerald 
Beavers was giving special treatment to the Rev. Fred W. Phelps 
Sr. and Westboro Baptist Church members met the news of 
Beavers’ resignation Thursday with obvious surprise. 

"There’s a line in ’Alice in Wonderland,’" said Jack Brier, "which 
says, ’It just gets curiouser and curiouser."’ 



Brier, a former Kansas secretary of state, is president of 
Concerned Citizens for Topeka. The group conducted a news 
conference in mid-December that featured two Topeka police 
officers criticizing an allege order that officers should ignore crimes 
committed by Phelps and members of his church. 

Brier said in December the group's mission wasn't to oust Beavers. 
It wanted to know who was responsible for the alleged "no arrest" 
order — Beavers or Mayor Butch Felker — and it wanted officers to 
be able to do their jobs.

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officers carry out their duties because that would politicize law 
enforcement. 

Following the CCT news conference, Sheriff Dave Meneley and the 
city's chief administrative officer, Alan Morris, launched separate 
investigations into the alleged no-arrest order. Felker has received 
Morris' final report but hasn't made it public. 

Meneley said Thursday his investigation "substantiated the no- 
arrest order." 

Shawnee County District Attorney Joan Hamilton said Thursday 
had been reading transcripts of interviews conducted by the 
sheriff's department during its investigation. 

Hamilton said that she had received some bound volumes of 
interview transcripts and that two prosecutors would read them to 
determine whether charges are warranted. 

Hamilton said prosecutors might have to wait to make a decision 
whether to file charges linked to the investigation until a civil 
lawsuit in which Beavers testified is completed. 

In the lawsuit, Westboro sued the city of Topeka and Hamilton, 
challenging ordinances restricting picketing of churches and a state 
statute restricting picketing of funerals. 

Felker, testifying in October in the Westboro lawsuit, said he hadn't 
prohibited Beavers from arresting Westboro picketers and hadn't 
directed the city attorney's office to not take complaints against 
Westboro picketers. 

Beavers later testified Felker had never told him police should or 
shouldn’t enforce a particular law against anyone.

Beavers also testified it was police policy to have the victim of 
inflammatory words sign a citation with the city attorney's office, 
even if a police officer overheard the remarks. 

If Beavers’ resignation and the appointment of Commander Dean 
Forster as acting chief means laws and ordinances will be 
enforced, then the price of Beavers losing his job is worth it. Brier 
said. 

"Clearly Commander Forster has indicated by virtue of the arrests 
made on Sunday" that the alleged no-arrest policy "has already 
been changed," he said. 

Brier was referring to citations issued Sunday to five Westboro 
members in connection with the alleged violation of a city 
ordinance that restricts picketing or demonstrating near a church.

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Meneley takes plea to 
state's high court

Former Shawnee County Sheriff Dave Meneley has taken his case to 
the state's highest court, hoping it will overturn the judicial decision that 
removed him from office a year ago. 

The Supreme Court is scheduled to hear arguments Thursday morning 
in Meneley's appeal of his ouster. It is one of 28 cases the justices are 
scheduled to hear next week. 
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Meneley was removed from office in February 2000 by Shawnee 
County District Judges Richard Anderson and Matthew Dowd. 

They concluded that Meneley had given 
false testimony in two instances and 
concealed from investigators the 
disappearance of drug evidence. Meneley 
consistently has denied any wrongdoing. 

He can’t get the sheriff's job back 
because his appointed successor, 

Richard Barta, defeated him in the 
Republican primary, then won the general election last year. But a 
favorable decision from the Supreme Court could allow him to 
recapture his state law enforcement certification and form the basis of a 
lawsuit against the state. 

"There isn't any question that if the ouster is reversed, it would be 
vindicating," said Meneley’s attorney, Margie Phelps, of Topeka. 

Meneley was elected sheriff in 1992 and re-elected in 1996. His legal 
problems started in 1994 with the disappearance of at least a half- 
ounce of cocaine from an evidence locker at the sheriff's department. 

Five years later, a county judge overturned a defendant's drug 
conviction, saying drugs used as evidence by the sheriff's department 
from January 1994 through December 1996 were "irreparably 
contaminated and tainted."

In 1999, a narcotics officer admitted addictions to alcohol and cocaine 
since 1995 and resigned. Meneley said he had no prior knowledge of 
the officer's problem, but other members of the department said they 
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heard about it from Meneley. 

Attorney General Carla Stovall started an ouster proceeding against 
Meneley, citing 13 counts of willful misconduct or violations of "moral 
turpitude."

She also filed 20 criminal charges against 
Meneley, alleging theft and misuse of public 
funds. Joan Hamilton, then Shawnee County 
district attorney, filed two perjury counts 
against Meneley for his testimony in court. 


Meneley went to trial last year on the perjury charges, but a jury 
deadlocked in August. Hamilton sought a second trial, but she lost the 
general election, and her successor, Robert Hecht, dropped the 
charges. 
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A key issue in Meneley's appeal is whether the two judges should have 
put Stovall's ouster case on hold while the perjury case against him 
proceeded. 

Meneley didn't testify during the ouster proceeding. Phelps said 
Meneley was worried that if he gave his version of events, Hamilton 
would file more perjury charges against him. 

Phelps noted that the two judges dismissed 10 of the 13 ouster counts 
.against Meneley, leaving only allegations in which his statements 
played a central role. Meneley contends that because he felt he 
couldn't testify, the proceeding wasn't fair. 

Stovall's office wouldn’t comment on the case, citing a gag order issued 
in the case involving the theft charges. 

But in documents filed with the Supreme Court, Assistant Attorney 
General John Dowell said the burden was on the state to prove that 
Meneley should be ousted. 
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Also, he wrote, Meneley wouldn't be removed from office simply for his 
failure to testify. 


"It was defendant's choice whether or not to testify," Dowell wrote. 


But Phelps said Meneley faced the prospect of testifying and being 
charged with a new crime or remaining silent and losing his job. 

"I think the law recognizes that's not a choice," she said.

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The Rev* Fred Phelps had a typical Southern upbringing in a highly respected 
family. 

Those who knew Phelps in Mississippi during his childhood say he was a modei 
citizen. He earned the rank of Eagle Scout with Palms, played in the high school 
band and graduated with honors. In his graduating ciass of 213 students, Phelps 
ranked sixth and was the class orator at commencement on May 28, 1946. 

He carried a strong presence into the courtroom and garnered several civil rights 
awards for representing minorities.

In recent years, Phelps is a changed man. 


A Topeka lawyer testified in 1995 that he wanted to hit the Rev. Fred Phelps 
after the anti-homosexual minister directed derogatory comments at him. 

Other Topekans, regardless of whether they wanted to deck the man, have 
noticed his presence in the community. The spotlight has expanded in recent 
years, bringing national attention to a controversial man with Topeka roots. 

The disbarred lawyer and his clan from Westboro Baptist Church, 3701 S.W. 
12th, travel the nation to picket. With signs In hand, they are often spotted at 
Gage Park, The Topeka Capital-Journal and other areas of town. The picketing 
hasn’t slowed since the newspaper published a special report about the group 
almost a decade ago.

Phelps made headlines when he and others from WBC picketed the funeral of Sp6Cial section 
Matthew Shepard, the gay man beaten to death in Wyoming. 
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"I found it almost impossible to believe that human beings could be so brutal 
and vicious to a hurting family,” said the Rev. jerry Falwell. 

Phelps says he brought "a little sanity" to Shepard's funeral. 

Did he worry about hurting Shepard's family? "Yes, I worry about that,” he said. 
"But my mom’s words come back to me all the time. She'd say a little hurt now 
saves a big hurt later. I'm talking about living people who are headed straight 
for hell." 

National publications have showcased Phelps in their glossy pages. 

The April 1999 issue of "George" magazine featured "The 20 Most Fascinating 
Men in Politics." Phelps is No. 5.

About three years later, the State Board of Tax Appeals ruled the 1995 Ford F- 
150 pickup truck purchased by Phelps' church didn't qualify for a tax exemption. 
The ruling forced him to pay property taxes on the new blue pickup truck he 
uses to haul about picket signs. 

The news wasn't ail bad for the Phelps family.

The Kansas Court of Appeals reversed a disorderly conduct conviction of a WBC 
picketer, saying "it's not a crime in America to say something offensive," a 
church lawyer said. 

A Riley County district judge signed an order saying there wasn't probable cause 
to issue warrants for criminal defamation against Phelps. The question of 
criminal defamation is linked to fax messages sent to Shawnee County Sheriff 
Dave Meneley. 

In the second case, the court of appeals ruled that a judge made an erroneous 
instruction to the jury in a May 1996 trial in which Westboro member Jonathan 
B, Phelps was convicted of remarks allegedly made to two women.

Phelps also ran for governor of Kansas in 1990 and 1994, the U.S. Senate in 
1992 and Topeka mayor in 1993, losing in the primary each time. 

In 1997, then-Mayor Joan Wagnon sent an e-mail to the Arkansas Democrat- 
Gazette in Little Rock, where former President Bill Clinton was scheduled to 
attend an event. 

"As Mayor of Topeka, the Capital City of Kansas and a former Little Rock 
resident, I want to state unequivocally, that the views of the Westboro Baptist 
Church and its followers are not shared by the overwhelming majority of Topeka 
residents," she wrote.

It’s time the story of the Rev. Fred Waldron Phelps Sr. is told. 

Three years ago, Phelps, the sharp-tongued fundamentalist preacher of Topeka's 
tiny Westboro Baptist Church, started picketing Gage Park at S.W. 10th and 
Gage with his blunt message blasting homosexuals and anyone who disagreed 
with him. 


Surrounded by his large family of children and grandchildren and a smattering of 
non-family loyalists, Phelps and the picketing spread across Topeka. It became a 
regional phenomenon, then went nationwide, popping up on both coasts and the 
nation's capital. 
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Phelps and his anti-gay messages have spread to national magazines and 
television talk shows. 

But Topeka gets the brunt of Phelps 1 attention. Holding signs sometimes two and 
three tiers high, Phelps and his followers picket throughout Topeka on a regular 
schedule seven days a week.

The picketing hasn’t been without cost. Phelps' 
followers and counter picketers have scrapped with 
each other on the streets of Topeka almost 
constantly since Phelps laid siege to the city.

In addition to the streets, Phelps, a non-practicing 
lawyer, and his clan of lawyer children are engaged in a series of legal fights 
with people who oppose them. 


Judges in Topeka Municipal Court, Shawnee County District Court, U.S. District 
Court and the 10th U.S. Circuit Court of Appeals have heard and continue to 
hear cases tied directly to the anti-gay message and resultant picketing. 


Phelps and his followers have had setbacks during their crusade, but they've 
zinged some big successes, too.

They make interesting subjects for newspaper stories. They also, by the nature 
of their tactics, create obstacles to reporting and writing about them. 

For instance, try asking an average Topekan, other than those on record already 
as Phelps critics, whether they want to talk about him for a news story. The 
answers vary from a nervous "no comment" to laughter. Generally, people 
politely say they don't want to talk about Fred Phelps Sr. 

Many fear being sued, others fear showing up in the faxes that accuse politicians 
of corruption, public figures of philandering and the like. 

The simple fact is, many people in Topeka fear Fred Phelps and will not 
challenge him, no matter how angry he makes them. They are intimidated. 

We are not. 

Despite the groundless claims and a bizarre lawsuit filed by a disgruntled ex- 
intern, Jon Bell, who was brought in after much of the information contained in 
this series had been gathered, this is the original work of Capital-Journal 
reporters Joe Taschler and Steve Fry. It is not an agenda-driven manuscript 
filled with melodrama and strange analogies. It is a work of journalism. It is the 
most accurate, fair and complete work concerning the life of Fred Phelps that we 
know of. 

This project has been in the planning stages for more than a year. It was 
prepared and submitted long before Bell filed his lawsuit, with publication 
delayed while we methodically checked and double-checked the information in 
this extensive report. 

We categorically dismiss all the claims made by Bell, whose employment here 
was terminated, not as a resuit of the Phelps series, as he claims, but as a result 
of our inability to place any reliance on his judgment and his work product. His 
actions as an employee here were unprofessional and ethically questionable. 

We are proud of the work done by Fry and Taschler, and we ask that you read 
this series critically and intently. 

Let us know what you think. This is, after all, for you. 

Here is a brief synopsis of the series: 

The Capital-Journal series will chronicle Phelps' rearing in Mississippi, his sudden 
turn to religion as a teenager, his travels across the United States until he 
settled in Topeka, his successes and downfall during his turbulent career as a 
lawyer, the estrangement by some of this children with their father, and his 
strident, blistering campaign against homosexuals.

A Message to Topeka from Fred Phelps 
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How it All Began 

On May 24, 1954 the Lord brought my wife and me to Topeka. That same day 
the Supreme Court Issued Its order In Brown v. Board of Education, The same 
establishment power-mongers who opposed the simple request by black people 
to be treated equally in education oppose us today. There's something about 
power and elitism that corrupts a man, and we've seen It time and again. But 
there is no kingdom on this earth that can defeat the will of God. 

In November 1955 the first worship service was held of the Westboro Baptist 
Church. With a strong heart, and an uncertainty about the future, I began 
preaching the doctrines of grace, as they were unfolded to me by God. Those 
powerful and precious doctrines have sustained us through all these years. We 
had the promise that the gates of hell would not prevail against this little church. 
From that day, we have maintained a conspicuous testimony of truth in an 
Increasingly perverse generation, earnestly contending for the faith that was 
once delivered.

The Doctrines of Grace 

What are the doctrines of grace? That Is a shorthand term for the basic doctrines 
of the scriptures. They can be captured under the acronym TULIP. You can't read 
the Bible without finding these themes throughout. 

Total depravity. Every human is born totally depraved, deserving hell. When 
Adam fell we all fell. Without salvation, your destiny is hell. The heart of man is 
desperately wicked and deceitful above all things, and the best description of 
mankind is a corrupt mass.

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Unconditional election. The only people who will be saved are those God chooses 
to save. They are called the elect. Jacob is their representative in the Bible. The 
rest are reprobate. Esau is their representative In the Bible. No reprobate will 
ever be saved. 

Limited atonement. The biggest lie of our time is the claim that God loves 
everybody. He doesn't. He loves only the elect. The blood of Christ will atone 
only for the sins of the elect. It will atone for all of the sins of the elect and none 
of the sins of the reprobate. (False prophets like to claim Christ died for every 
man, but those who do not accept him go to hell. Are you satisfied to serve a 
god that can cover all your sins, but the sin of unbelief? And how does a dead 
man know how to accept life?) 

Irresistible Grace. If God gets a hold of your heart, you will not be able to resist 
him. None can resist his will. When he calls you, you will answer. Perseverance 
of the Saints. In every generation since Adam God's elect have persevered. They 
run like a stream through time, and can never be snuffed out. 


Watching Immorality Take Hold

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Watching our children go through that sausage-grinder called the education 
system, we realized that this country was apostatizing hand over fist. Teachers 
and administrators were determined to impose idolatry and immorality on young 
people. At a dizzying pace, any idea of teaching students to be respectful, 
productive, intellectual, courteous, and God-fearing, fell away. Instead, the 
theme of education became self-indulgence and social experimentation. Where 
children used to learn math and science, they were taught the greatness of 
being "gay" instead. Any child who dared hint at serving God was mocked and 
marginalized. In a few generations, knowledge- and Bible-illiteracy became the 
trademark of young Americans. 

This nation was founded on notions of morality from the Bible. Because of strong 
Bible principles we have the Constitution and Bill of Rights -- especially the First 
Amendment. Although God favored this nation with many blessings, shortly 
Americans began to walk after their lust Instead of serving God. By the time we 
were well established in Topeka, the fruits of that lust-walking were visiting the 
entire nation. Today, hedonism, vulgarity, immodesty, impudence, and a visceral 
hatred of God prevail.

Eleven years ago we began our picket ministry, opposing the filth of 
homosexuality. Recall how it started. We grew weary of our young men being 
accosted at Gage Park, in the light of day, by militant homosexuals. Naively, we 
approached the city officials, thinking surely if they knew they would stop it. 
What we did not reckon is the exponential rate at which this nation, this state, 
this city, and all of the so-called leaders, had deeply corrupted themselves. The 
abominations that occur on a routine basis in this country today are shocking. 

No thought is given to being chaste. All thought and dialogue evolves around 
serving the flesh. 

Rather than do the decent thing — clean up the park — the government, with 
one voice, sharply criticized us, and refused to act. Today we understand how 
weak they had become. Today we understand the enormous pressure brought to 
bear by depraved homosexuals, lying false prophets, and the media. It will stand 
as an eternal shrine of shame to the leaders of this city that they gave in to that 
pressure, and left the matter of cleaning up that park in our hands. 

The national directory that lists this park as a place to cruise for anonymous fag 
sex, today says that you do so at your own risk. When we started, the directory 
said fags seeking sex at the park enjoyed the protection of law enforcement 
while engaging in their filth in the bushes. And there is not an enlightened soul 
the world over who doesn't equate Gage Park with homosexuality, thanks to our 
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ministry shining a light on that fact. 

We learned with time that none of the 400+ churches in this area would lift a 
hand about this disgrace. Worse, the large, mainstream churches enable and 
support it. Strong Bible metaphors come to mind watching these houses of 
idolatry, these dog kennels, these pigsties, join forces and use every conceivable 
strategy to try and stop us. What they failed to calculate was the simple fact 
that he who holds the Key to David opens doors of utterance, and no man can 
shut them. They also failed to account for the fact that every prophet of God 
who has lived has cried against these altars. That's our job, and we will do it 
until these churches get right with God, or Christ returns, whichever comes first. 
The good money is on Christ returning first. 

Futile Efforts to Silence Us 

I will not belabor the events of these past eleven years. You have been witness 
to the bone-crushing efforts to shut us down. Massive litigation, hundreds of 
criminal prosecutions, cocaine-pumped thugs sent to beat our women and 
children, devious lawyers sitting in dark rooms planning efforts to dismantle our 
fax lines and tie us up in litigation indefinitely, corrupt or cowardly law 
enforcement yielding to demands to do us harm, employers and service 
providers cutting us off out of fear and hatred, and a media absolutely 
determined to pollute and distort every fact. Yet everything intended unto us for 
evil by you was intended unto us for good by God. 

Who would have dreamed that each of these efforts would serve, instead of 
harming or disarming us as planned, to strengthen us, display God’s grace and 
deliverance, and draw attention to our blessed message worldwide. Through it 
all we rested on the comfortable knowledge that no weapon formed against us 
would ever prosper. I cannot describe the utter awe with which we watched your 
mal intent turn into rich blessings for every member of this church. 

Through these years I have watched the people I love, my family and the 
beloved families of the church, blossom. God has opened the eyes of our 
understanding about our mission. Like Noah, we are sent to warn. We have 
received blessings innumerable, in every sense of the word. Every need has 
been met. Every heart has been strengthened. Every eye has been lightened. 

The people in this church have demonstrated great strength and stalwartness in 
this battle. When I quit this earth, I will do so with immense gratitude to have 
been given the opportunity to serve the Lord with this band of saints. 

What is Our Purpose in Picketing? 

Let me further touch on our purpose. We don’t strive to change your hearts or 
minds. For God alone controls the hearts of man. Even if we wanted to, we 
couldn't make you believe the truth. In fact, the scriptures are full of verses 
telling us you will not believe our report. God has reserved to himself only a 
remnant. No man can come to Christ except the Father who sent Christ draw 
that man. These are the words of Christ. Christ also said, just before he was 
murdered, that he did not pray for the whole world, but only those God gave 
him out of the world. 

Every person who is predestined for hell will remain in darkness. Christ told the 
apostles that he spoke in fables so the blind would not understand. Scores of 
verses bespeak God's power and plan to blind the eyes, harden the hearts, stop 
up the ears, and preserve in iniquity, those whom he does not love. To 
understand God's love, says Malachi in Chapter 1, you have to understand God's 
hate. To understand the richness of his glory in carving out a remnant for 
salvation and grace, you have to understand the power of his glory in reserving 
the rest for darkness. 

If God has blinded you by a divine stroke, we won't open your eyes. Our purpose 
is to publish. Our job is to warn you to flee the wrath to come. We've warned 
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you, and you've responded with deliberate rebellion and anger. The citizens of 
Sodom will rise up in testimony against Topeka. Sodom was destroyed for 
embracing and institutionalizing sexual perversion. (Don't waste our time 
pretending the sin of Sodom was discourtesy. The definition of sodomy is anal 
copulation, not impoliteness.) If Topeka does not receive the same measure of 
punishment Sodom received, and more, the citizens of ancient Sodom will have 
a cause. For their deeds could not be worse than Topeka's. 

Not one soul who ever spent more than a day in Topeka will be able to claim he 
was not warned. I pity to think what kind of trouble you are in if you've lived 
here all through these years, cursing us without measure, with a full 
understanding of our message. You will be absolutely without excuse. Your blood 
will not be on our hands. And we will have some rich and exciting testimony to 
give against you. Along with the multitude of angels who have compassed us 
about, holding us up, and bearing witness to all you have done. 


This Nation is Doomed 

We are satisfied that like old Israel this nation is doomed. Jeremiah was told by 
God to go tell the children of Israel that it was all over. That he was going to 
destroy them for their many grievous sins against him. They were stiff-necked, 
proud, and unrepentant. Jeremiah, being a tenderhearted soul (like all God's 
people), went back to God three times, to pray for the people. God told him to 
stop praying! God told him even if Moses and Samuel stood before him, his mind 
could not go toward the children of Israel. He told Jeremiah to cast them out of 
his sight. Jeremiah warned them. They refused to repent. And they were 
destroyed. 

There is a point of no return with God. You cannot raise your middle finger 
toward God year in and out without serious consequences. It is too late for this 
city. It is too late for this state. It is too late for America. Any preacher who tells 
you otherwise is lying! Worse, he (or God forbid, she) is doing so for filthy lucre 
and to justify his own sins. You are in a world of trouble Topeka! 

The point of no return is addressed in Romans 1. Because they knew God but 
glorified him not as God, and worshiped the creature instead of the Creator, God 
gave some people up to three things, a filthy manner or life, a vile affection, and 
a reprobate mind. These are men burning for men and women burning for 
women. (Goofy talk about only the Old Testament prohibiting homosexuality, 
and the word "sodomite" really means temple prostitute, blah, blah, blah — is all 
debunked by Romans 1. This is New Testament stuff, and it describes the 
behavior.) The closing verse says they who do such things are worthy of death. 


Some people who have engaged in homosexuality will end up in heaven. Not 
many, but some. But these militant, hard-core, aggressive, burning-in-their-lust 
homosexuals, who live for their sexual perversion, will not. God has given them 
up. Their God is their belly (taken from Philippians 3:19, "Whose end is 
destruction, whose God is their belly, and whose glory is in their shame, who 
mind earthly things.") 

God Doesn’t Love an Impenitent Homosexual 

One more thought about the militant homosexuals who are the focus of the 
dialogue. (Remember, we didn't make them the front burner moral issue in 
America today. They did. They are driven to force every human to call them 
holy. Once they're on the front page, however, we're going to bring the Bible 
perspective to the matter. Including when they get on the front page by some 
high-profile death that they convert into a platform for their cause.) 

False religionists love to offer God's love to these creatures. The God-awful lie 
behind that offer, which they have no business making, is that forgiveness from 
God is available for the impenitent. Everyone knows better. But they seize that 
lie and scream it at us every day. 
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There is no forgiveness without repentance. There is no repentance without 
quitting the sin. You cannot march in "Gay Pride" parades, and then claim that 
God loves you. Impenitent hard sinners have no inheritance in heaven. 

Topeka’s Hateful Reaction 

It is most remarkable watching Topeka react to this message. After all these 
years, you still cuss, spit, scream, raise your middle finger, swerve your vehicles 
at us, repeat the most absurd lies about God, and hate us. Isn't that ironic. You 
hate us. While you insist that we not hate. (Pretending you don’t understand this 
is God's -- not man's — hate we're talking about.) "Hatemonger!" you bellow, 
while you hate God and hate our message down to your toenails. 

Why do you suppose that seemingly rational people by their majority react in 
such anger? Even after seeing these words literally thousands of times? The 
answer is simple. Because you know it's true. Every human is born with 
knowledge of God and his attributes. You know that God has attributes called 
anger, wrath, hate and vengeance. You know that on a day certain you will be 
called before God the Sovereign and be held to an account for your words and 
deeds in the flesh. You know the Great White Throne awaits all of us, and that in 
the end, every knee shall bow and every tongue shall confess and call him Lord. 

The Shout of the King and Victory 

We hear the shout of the King, and walk with victory in our hearts! We are 
serving the only living and true God, and we're here to stay until this task is 
done. We have told you for over a decade that after you finish all your efforts to 
stop us, you are left with the cold hard reality of our message. There is a God. 
There is a heaven. There is a hell. There is an eternity. If you have to castrate 
yourself to obey God, do it! If you have to end an adulterous relationship 
(including every person who is divorced and remarried with an original spouse 
still living), do it! Eternity is too long and hell is too hot! 

We are the only people who truly love you -- enough to tell you the truth. The 
highest form of love from one human to another is to care, genuinely, for the 
state of a man's soul. You will always hear the truth from us when it comes to 
the question of eternity. You will never hear that truth from a man (or woman) 
you pay to "preach" to you, because that money will cause them to tell you what 
you want to hear instead.

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Coddling the Rev. Fred W. Phelps Sr. and his followers is one 
but other issues are more important to Topeka police — morale 
and promotions. 

Phelps is an issue, "but he isn’t the main issue,” Detective Steve 
Fusaro said following a news conference Wednesday during which 
members of Concerned Citizens for Topeka, ’Fusaro and another 
officer claimed police had been instructed to ignore misdemeanor 
crimes committed by Phelps and his followers. 

"Comments have been made by officers, young, new and old. 
There's a lot of discontent,” said Fusaro, a 15-year police 
department veteran. 

"Morale of the Topeka Police Department is worse than it's ever 
been," he said. ”A lot of officers told me they've had a lot of 
different problems over the years, but this is the worst that 
ever seen."

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"Officers are frustrated because they aren't able to go anywhere. 
They're not able to go up in rank. A lot of officers are leaving 
because of that," he said. "When I first started here, I figured I'd 
retire at least as a lieutenant by working my way up through the 
ranks. Now I'll be lucky if I retire as sergeant. 

"They've gone too far. We need more supervisors on the street. 
We're running into a problem with that." 

At a separate news conference later, Police Chief Gerald Beavers 
said news of low moral came as no surprise. In fact, he said it was 
to be expected in view of changes that have been made within the 
department since he took over. 

"I told the mayor when I first got here, we cannot make the cuts 
that we are going to make in this department without officers 
feeling like 'boy, you're doing it to us,'" he said. 

"We went from 80 to 60 commanding officers. That's a pretty 
good-sized cut," he said. "They can't help but feel that's a 
problem. I'm sorry that we couldn't make all those promotions, but 
we couldn't put more officers on streets and keep as many 
commanding officers as we had." 

Beavers said officers would have a chance for promotion next year. 

"We'll be giving the sergeant's exam for the first time in quite 
some period of time," he said. "Hopefully within a year we'll be 
where we should be with the lieutenants and be able to give a 
lieutenant's exam. We're finished with the downsizing. We're 
finished with the reorganization. Now it's time to go about getting 
this department rolling again." 

Upward mobility is only one reason morale is low, Fusaro said. The 
relationship between officers and administrators could be 
improved. 

Beavers said he has an open door policy with everyone -- the 
media, the public and personnel -- and has high regard for the job 
officers have done. 

But when he became police chief, Beavers said, he wasn't looking 
to establish close friendships. 

"I'm the outsider who came in with no baggage, no ties to anyone 
and so therefore this is not somebody they're going to run up and 
throw their arms around and say 'look, here's our lovely chief,"' 
Beavers said. 

But when he goes out into the city, he said, "I'm constantly 
bragging about the men and women in this department and the 
job they're doing."

Phelps and his group, made up primarily of family members, 
have a long history of confrontational protests. Although the WBC, 
itself, has no known history of violence, the nature and type of 
protests in which they involve themselves often elicits a visceral 
response from the targets of their protest and violent confrontation 
cannot be ruled out. Therefore, the Philadelphia Division, Allentown 
Resident Agency (ARA) , opened a case regarding the events in the 
Allentown-Bethlehem area for intelligence purposes and coordinated 
with the Pennsylvania State Police (PSP) , Allentown Police Department, 
and Bethlehem Police' Department .

of the Nationalist Socialist Movement (NSM) , a white supremacist/ 
anti -homosexual/anti-government group indicated that the NSM offered 
to "assist" with the picket by providing uniformed " stormtroopers . " 
The WBC had, in the E-Mails, adamantly declined any assistance from 
the NSM. It was unknown at the time if the NSM planned to attend the 
events listed above. 

The scheduled protests took place with little or no 
attendance and were all incident free. 

This case can be placed in a closed status and reopened in 
the future if Phelps or any of his group return. 
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
